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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  North  Lonsdale  Rural  District 
Council: 


Mir.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  this 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural 
District  in  respect  of  t£e  year  ending  31st  December  1971.  The 
form  and  content  are  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health 
Circular  1/72. 

Following  the  1971  census,  the  population  estimate  was 
revised,  and  is  thought  to  have  been  1 6,560  at  the  mid-year. 

The  number  of  births  and  deaths  was  much  the  same  -  just  a  few 
over  200  each;  births  shewed  a  welcome  but  modest  rise  of  1 6 
but  deaths  were  35  lower ,  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Never  before  had  there  been  so  few  notified  infectious 
diseases.  This  decline  in  incidence,  apparent  for  the  whole 
of  this  century,  but  dramatic  of  recent  years,  has  a 
multiplicity  of  causes,  one  being  the  maintainance  of  a  high 
level  of  immunisation.  However,  memories  of  some  of  these 
serious,  frequently  fatal  conditions  -  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis 
and  whooping  cough  are  fading  and  a  generation  of  young  mothers 
grown  up  ignorant  of  the  resulting  tragedies  and  despair.  On 
no  account  must  we  relax  our  campaign  for  10C /  acceptance  of 
child  protection. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  sewerage  and  several 
big  schemes  are  in  hand.  It  is  estimated  that  only  42 
properties  remain  with  privy  middens. 

The  supply  of  water  is  a  cause  for  concern.  It  will  be 
seen  in  the  text  that  a  distressing  number  of  samples  showed 
evidence  of  pollution. 

I  must  pay  tribute  to  my  predecessor  Dr.  John  Nild,  who 
retired  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  June.  He  was 
devoted  to  his  chosen  profession  in  the  field  of  social  and 
preventive  medicine,  and  contributed  to  an  extent  that  only 
time  will  show,  to  the  health  and  happiness  of  the  District. 

Finally,  I  acknowledge  with  sincerity  the  continual  hard 
work  of  all  my  colleguos  in  the  Public  Health  Department,  and 
thank  the  Council  for  their  interest.

The  district  is  entirely  rural  in  character,  the  northern 
.portion  being  typical  1  alee  land  country  with  lakes  and  fells 
merging  into  the  more  southern  portion  which  extends  to  the 
coast  and  forms  part  of  the  northern  shores  of  Horecambe  Bay. 
Two  lakes,  Coniston  and  Esthwaite,  as  well  as  two- thirds  of 
the  shores  of  Lake  TTinderraere  are  wholly  contained  in  the 
district. 

The  principal  industry  is  agriculture,  with  the  hotel  and 
catering  industry  playing  a  prominent  part  during  the  summer 
season.  Slate  quarrying  is  a  feature  in  the  northern  and 
central  parts  of  the  District.

The  estimated  mid  1971  population  was  16,560  -  nearly  one 

thousand  more  than  the  estimate  for  the  previous  year;  this 
re  appraisal  was  made  possible  by  the  national  census  held 
a  few  months  previously. 

The  age-sex  structure  of  the  community  is  atypical,  in  that 
over  20p  of  the  population  is  above  pensionable  age  -  the 
national  figure  is  about  13/^. 


In  1971  there  were  208  registered  live  births,  an  increase 
of  18  over  1970,  in  lino  with  the  national  picture,  but  well 
below  the  recent  peak  of  1967,  when  there  wore  233  registered 
live  births. 

The  crude  birth  rate  was  12.6  per  1000  population,  but  after 
taking  account  of  our  unusual  age-sex  composition,  the 
adjusted  rate  was  14.7  per  1000  population,  which  can  bo 
directly  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  16.0. 

\io  of  births  were  illegitimate,  whereas  the  England  and 
Males  figure  was  8y. 


The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1971  was  203  - 
remarkably  close  to  the  number  of  live  births.  Once  again 
we  can  be  pleased  that  no  lady  died  during  pregnancy  or  child 
birth. 

The  most  common  cause  of  death  was  coronary  artery  disease 
-  68.  Heart  disease  as  a  whole  was  responsible  for  83  deaths, 
malignant  growths,  39 5  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system,  31.  Perhaps  the  most  remarkable  point,  is  that  no 
less  than  50^  of  the  deaths  were  in  people  over  75  years  of 
age. 

The  crude  death  rate  was  12.3  per  1000  population,  but  in 
order  to  compare  the  rate  with  those  of  other  areas,  it  has 
to  be  multiplied  by  the  "area  comparability  factor",  which 
gives  an  adjusted  rate  of  10.2  -  well  below  that  of  England 
and  Males,  11.6  per  1000  population. 


Two  babies  died  before  reaching  their  first  birthdays, 
equivalent  to  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  10  per  1000  live 
births.  Owing  to  the  smallness  of  the  absolute  figures, 
the  rate  can  vary  considerably  from  year  to  year.  Our 
average  rate  for  the  preceding  five  years  was  11.9  per  1000 
live  births.  The  1971  rate  for  England  and  Males  was  18.0.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  nunber  of  notified  cases  has  now  fallen 
dramatically.  Measles  typically  assuned  epidemic  proportions  in  alternate 
years,  but  since  1963,  a  protective  vaccine  has  been  available,  and  an 
encouraging  nunber  of  children  have  been  immunised.  The  efficiencjr  will 
be  found  in  1972  when  theoretically,  another  measles  epidemic  is  due. 

Thankfully,  there  were  only  two  notifications  of  food  poisoning, 
and  no  dysentery.  is  a  tourist  area,  this  is  of  groat  importance,  and 
the  Public  Health  staff  spend  a  lot  of  tine  ensiiring  that  a  high  standard 
of  food  hygiene  is  naintained  in  shops,  hotels  and  cafes. 


Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Under  the  National  Health  Service  a  comprehensive  free  service  for 
immunisation  and  vaccination  is  available.  It  present,  protection  is 
offered  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and 
measles,  at  school  clinics,  child  health  centres,  and  by  most  general 
medical  practitioners. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  offered  to  older  children, 
and  a.  vaccine  against  Rubella  (German  Measles)  to  older  school  girls. 

During  the  year,  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  routine  vaccination 
of  babies  against  smallpox.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  provision  and  naintonanco  of  public  water  supplies  for 
the  whole  of  the  District  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Furness 
hater  Board,  with  the  exception  of  a  snail  part  of  the  parish 
of  Cartnel  Fell,  for  which  the  Lakes  and  Lune  hater  Board  is 
responsible. 


The  larger  supplies  were  adequate  in  quantity  throughout 
the  year  but  sone  of  the  smaller  public  supplies  in  the  northern 
parishes,  and  some  private  supplies,  failed  during  the  relative 
drought  in  late  spring  and  early  summer.  Part  of  the  Low  Furness 
district  is  supplied  from  the  treatment  works  at  Highfield  and 
the  remainder  from  the  Pennington  treatment  works .  The  Southern 
part  of  the  rural  district  is  supplied  from  the  ITewton  treatment 
works  and  the  central  area  from  Bortree  Tarn.  All  these  supplies 
gave  consistantly  good  bacteriological  results. 


The  remainder  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  13  small 
sources  scattered  throughout  the  area.  All  but  3  of  these  are 
now  chlorinated. 


56  samples  of  treated  water  were  examined  bactcriologically 
with  37  satisfactory  results.  12  samples  from  untreated  supplies 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  only  5  gave 
satisfactory  results. 


It  is  estimated  that  there  are  some  1,332  dwellings  using 
private  supplies.  7  samples  were  examined  from  those  supplies 
of  which  only  1  was  satisfactory.

Satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  on  the  conprehensive 
scheme  for  the  Low  Furness  district  and  on  the  new  disposal 
works  at  Coniston. 


100  new  and  16  existing  dwellings  were  connected  to  the 
sewerage  system  and  18  new  and  26  existing  dwellings  to  septic 
tanks.  73  privies  were  converted  to  fresh  water  closets.  It 
is  estimated  that  there  are  now  some  6,603  dwellings  on  a 
water  carriage  system  and  the  number  of  privy  middens  has 
been  reduced  to  42.  11  pail  closets  were  converted  to  fresh 

water  closets.
